It is about time that the local merchants of 
Richmond were awakening to the fact that in 
order ‘to ‘hold their trade they have got to com. 
pete with Oakland and all other cities, and that 
it is a duty they owe to the town and to them- 
selves to take such steps as may be necessary to 
bring this about. There is no earthly reason why 
* Richmond merchant should not sell goods as. 

eap as an Oakland merchant, if proper and 
haidatike methods are pursued. He does not 
buy in as large quantities, to be sure, and his 
trade is limited, also, but he is not put to near 
the expense the Oakland merchant is, in the 
way of high rents and other things. 

The main’ reason, in our opinion, that the local 
grocery, for instance, has to charge a higher 
price on some goods than his city competitor is 
A because he does not buy right. He allows the 
ei wholesaler and the commission man to hold him 
up systematically and all the time, and the price 


price of his goods. The only reason that an 
Oakland grocer can undersell a Richmond grocer 
is because he buys the goods cheaper from the 
wholesaler and the commission man. 

, Some. time since we were pref sut when several 
cases of eggs arrived in a local grocery store 
‘by. express from San Francisco. They were 
billed to the grocer at 45 cents a dozen f. o. b. 
Sian Francisco. The local man paid the express 
charges and stood any breakage or damage by 
reason of spoiled: goods, and retailed them at 50 
¢ents. He did not make a cent a dozen on the 
eggs, not enough to pay for the handling, but— 
‘The eggs sold in Modesto that day, retail in 
the local stores of that town, for 27 cents, and 
the commission man did not pay much over 20 
¢ents for them, certainly not more than 25 cents, 
@he railroad charged 3 cents a dozen by: the 
@rate to carry them from Modesto to San Fran- 
¢iseo, and yet the commission house over in the 
¢ity soaked the Richmond merchant to the tune 
of 45 cents a dozen for those-eggs and he in turn 
hhad to soak all the rest of us, Do you think the 
@akland grocer paid 45 cents for eggs that day? 
Wot on your life he didn’t. 

Now, we don’t know anything about the gro- 
eery business, except that it is getting so we 
fan spend our weekly pay check and carry the 
results home in our side coat pockets, and the 
pockets arc not overly large, either, but if we 
‘were running a grocery store in Richmond when

The 
clothing stores compete with Oakland, and even 
undersell them, and the printing establishments 
compete with all outside cities, as do many other 


-_branches of business, and if they can do it the 


groceries can do it, if they get together and go 
about it right. - 

These two wholesale establishments are needed 
in Richmond right now, and needed bad, and the 
tirm or corporation that puts either one or both 
of them in is going to lay the foundation for a 
big fortune.

The Standard Oil Company of! 
California i®ued a bulletin yester- | 
day stating that “very reluctantly | 
it had come to the conclusion that | 
it must discontinue purchases of oil | 
produced from lands which are sub- | 
Ject to litigation with the federal 
gyvvernment.” | 

Three ejectment suits, accom- | 
panied by a demand for an ac- | 
counting, were filed by the govern-| 
ment in January and February, it 
iestated, and the Standard Oi!, as a’ 
purchaser of‘oil, was made a de- 
fendant im each of the actions. 

The company, in its bulletin, says | 
the marketing companies cannot de- 
tinitély assume even a possible risk| 
of paying twice for oil. The coms 
pany points out that the producers’ | 
righie | are denied by the government ' 
fa--epaplaints which the Standard | 
Oft sannct' disregard.

PRELIMINARY 


Said Ali Khan, the self-cqagfessed 
Hindu murderer of Rosa Domingo, 
arrived in this city this Morning in 
custody of Sheriff Veale, and accom- 
panied by District Attorney McKen- 
zie, Assistant District Attorney 
Ormsby and Chief of Police Arnold, 
for his preliminary trial before Po- 
lice Judge Lindsey, the result being 
that he was bound wver to the su- 
berior court on,a charge of murder- 
ing Rosa Domingo. 

From the time that Clyde Munday, 
cne of the boys who found the body 
of the murdered gir!, appeared on 
the stand until the court adjourned 
the Hindu never so much ag batted 
an eyelash or moved a muscle in his 
face.. The Hindu gat throughout. 
the whole trial in a half leaning po- 
Sition, occasionally leaning forward 
to catch an occasional statement 
from a witness as to some detail 
connected with the murder. Dis- 
trict Attorney McKenzie, assisted by 
Attorney prosecuted: the 
casé against the Hindu, while Attor- 
ney Everett of Martinez, appeared 
for the defendant. 

The court ‘room was packed with 
people who have become curious as 
to the outcome of the case, and cu- 
rious to see the. man who.has gone 
through one of the most foul mur- 
ders without a murmur of regret. 
The date for the final trial has not 
as yet been set, but it is probable 
that it wil! take place about the 
latter part of this month. Said Ali 
seems to have no fear of the hang- 
man’s noose which is dangling so 
closely to his - face. ; 

Musa Khan, room mate and per- 
sonal friend of Said Ali, sat next 
to the Hindu, and although: they 
have eat and slept in the. same 
house, for “years, not a word was 
exchanged Between them during the 
trial.

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THE WATER SUPPLY OF 
“RURAL COMMUNITIES 


The responsibility for disease due 


to polluted water isso -often—put--on-} 


the water-supplies of our large 
cities that the conditions in Ameri- 
districts 
thought of, if not actually pictured 
in the public mind, as almost ideal. 
Naturally enough, farms which are 
remote from areas of congested pop- 
ulation seem to be ideally situated 
for obtaining wholesome water. In 
reality, however, deplorably -igsani- 
tary conditions as regards the farm 
water-supplies prevail widely, if we 
may believe state and national gov- 
ernment reports. 

A large proportion of farm water- 
supply in the less hilly portions ot 
the country where springs are not 
abundant comes from shallow wells, 
which are particularly subject to 
contamination. Deep wells are saf- 
er, but are mot entirely free from 
danger of pollution. The chemist 
of the Canada Experimental Farms, 
Dr. Frank T. Shutt, concludes from 
an examination of several thousand 
samples of water used on farm 
homesteads in Canada that ‘‘prob- 
ably not more than one-third of 
them are pure and wholesome.” In- 
vestigations made by the bureau of 
plant industry, in co-operation with 
the Minnesota state board of health,

The rivers, surface reservoirs and 
cisterns investigated were found to 
be polluted to such an extent that it 
is doubtful whether satisfactory sup- 
plies can be secured for household 
use from such sources. In an exam- 
ination for the rural water-supplies 
in Indiana it has been found that of 
the private rural water-supplies ex- 
amined, 177 were deep wells, 411 
shallow wells, five ponds, forty 
springs, and twenty-seven cisterns. 
One hundred and sixteen of the 
deep-well waters were of a good 
quality, forty-five were bad and 
sixteen doubtful. But 159 of the 
411 waters could be 
used, 209 were unequivocally bad, 
and forty-three were of doubtful 
quality. A large percentage of the 
waters used by the families in which 
typhoid fever had occurred was un- 
equivocally bad.
